THE " ROBERT MANN " AXE. 

Everypno lias heard of tho axe fuctoij' 
at MilUpall, but few aroawaro of the ex- 
tontjiipirpcess and histoiy of tho business 
and of ita'grcat b'tfnofit to the entire com- 
munity. It ia now about thirty-threo 
years since tho "llobcrt Mann .\xo " 
was made at Mill Hall; but it i.i more 
than three -(luarters of a century ai,'o since 
Wm. Mann^ Sr. , oilered tlie tirat Mann 
axe to the world. 'I'lio first factory was 
erected by Saul McCormick, who in con- 
nection with Mr. Mann, conducted tho 
business until tho time of the" former's 
death in 1837.

axes per day in 187Q. Since that time fur- 
ther additions have been made and in 
1880 a complete new factory waa erected 
below Mill liall. The Mann family are 
now tho inosl f.vlrnsiie maniLfiicturera of 
axes in the.u'orld, making at their factor- 
ies about 2800 axes per day, or S.',0,000 
per year, and thoir trade and reputation 
extends ai-ound tho world. 'J'he success 
of tho Mann axe is due to close attention 
to the business and constant care to keep 
their goods up to tlio highest point of ex- 
cellence. — rit tkutelph ia Republican.

This.action involving a claim of .i^-lOO 
was tried somo months since aiul arose 
out of the following circumstances; Oao 
riiillips fanned a tract of land in the vi- 
ciiuty of \'ict(n'ia and iuiving dealings 
with tho defendants engaged with them 
in the spring; uf 1S79 to supply the sea- 
son's crop (if barley at a speciiied price 
and on completion of the Uugaiii obtain- 
ed an advance of .^200. The defendants 
were brewei.s and it appear.s that such 
transactions frenaently occurred and 
were in their ordinary course of business. 

The crop of 1870 did not come up to 
tho standard anticipated by the defend- 
auts and it was agreed between Phillips 
and them that the crop of 1880 should be 
sulistitnted and the defendants furnished 
tlia seed for that eroi). rliilli])s iu 18S0 
nht;iir;cd a lean from the plaintilKof f-lOO 
at interest and .■is security therefor gave 
him a bilKjf s.'^le . -f the season's crop i.f 
barley. The l>ill ■ f sale was did)' register- 
ed, Phillips beiui; allowed to retain pos- 
session. Upiii tho crop being harvested 
the defeiulani without notice of the i)lain« 
tiiFs bill of srih" paid Phillips tho price o 
barley deducting thorcoiit the prior ad- 
vance and the cost of the seed and there- 
upon took posses.sion of their purchase. 

The plaintilF iu this action claimed the 
barley under his bill of sale and tho suit 
was brou{,'ht to recover tho value of ilie 
same, S-JOO. 

For the [ihiintiir it was (-laiiiied that his 
bill of sale {;ave him tlu; ab.-iulute jiropert^- 
in tho barley iu the same manner as if he 
had taken possession and ho relied upon 
section 3 of tho Bills of Sale Amendment 
--\ct of 1873, which ia as follows: 

"The registration * * of any bill of 
sale of personal chattels .sliall froui the 
time of such registration have the s.'uiie 
odoct as if tho goods and chattels assigned 
by such bill of sale had then been h<oio 
fide delivered to and retained by the 
grantee or a.ssignee of such bill of sale. ' 

For the defendant it was contended 
that Philli[)a remaining in pnsses.si(.n uf 
the property comprised in the bill of .sale 
had an implied license to dispose of ilia 
tho same in the ordinary coiu-so of bu:si- 
ness, and tho defendants having so pnr- 
chased from Phillips had acijuired a title 
par.amount to that of tho plaintilF. It was 
further conten(le<l that section 3 of the 
Bills of Sale Amendment Act of 1871! w:is i 
idfni n'iv.-i and voij on tho grounds, first- 
ly, that it interfered with the law of b.mk- | 
ruptcy and insolvency in existence at tliB j 
passage of the act which (section 12ij 
B.ankruptcy Act of 140) provide that 
goods in the apparent possession of a 
bankruiit shall be deemed to be his j.ro- 
perty and shall pa:is to the assignee as 
such, and, secondly, that tho section was 
a regulation of tho law of trade and eom- 
morce, which subject liy the Brisish 
North America .-Vet, 1857, is reserved ex- 
clusively fur legislatiriii by (ho federal 
parliament. 

His Lordship following the ileci.-.iMii of 
the Court of Queen's Bench in England 
in tho case of tho National Mercantile 
Bank rs. Hampson L. R. 5 Q. B. D. 177 
hold that tho grantee by allowing I'liil- 
lips to remain in possession had impliedly 
licensed him to dispose of (ho £;oods in 
the ordinaiy course of business, that the 
sale to the defendant w;is in tho ordinary 
course of business ami tli:it the section of 
Bills of Sale -•Vet referred to was ultra 
vires tho provincial parli.amont and void 
as affecting trade and cmnmercc and the 
law nf bankruptcy.

Wkdnesdav, March 8. 

Aro wo to uiulcratand that tliere is no 
limit to your f^overnmcnt's powor.s to in- 
euro expenditiiri! on gr.tving dock ;ic- 
count ? A. Th(» net wpeaka for it.solf. ll 
would be itnprudciit for any f^ovorniiu-iii 
to aaaunio unlimited power under it nl- 
though it is very gonoml in ita tanna, nor 
is.it proposed in any w.iy to do .lo. 

Aro not the adv,jinces made by the do- 
minion govorninent n.s work prngres.SGS on 
tho dry dock ni:i(lf' iind^r the nuthority 
of an order of tho Privy <_'idinc'il "f Cma- 
da dated 12th Feb. 1880, an .act of thi- 
Dominion assented to on 7th May 1880 and 
in accordance with our own graving dock 
act of 1880 atid not made iis our graving 
dock act 1870 provides, under tho domin- 
iiin act of 1871, and is not tlierofore your 
contention tJiat our act of 1870 ^hes yon 
authority to purcha-si: cement, untenable ! 
A. No. Tho lir.st dominion graving dock 
act of 1874 provides tiiat advanoett not 
exceeding §250,000 migliL be raado to tlio 
province. Owing to tlie late Dominion 
government jjutting a narrow con.siniction 
on tho word "advaiiccs" and construing 
it to moan monies to bo advanced and 
charged against the province instead of 
being advanced as a free gift. The domin- 
ion passed thoii- act of 1880 to show that 
tlie advances mentioned -vere intended as 
grants of money in aid of tho docit, 
hence the statute of 1874 was not repeal- 
ed by tliedoininion act of 1880. Thcsta- 
lutesof 187-4 and 1880 are in niy opinion 
pmotically one act. The act of 1880 also 
wna considered necessary to give the do- 
minion some px'otcotion or security for 
making the adv.anccs or gift to the ex- 
tent of §"200,000. Thodoininion actsdonot 
for a moment contcinplote any interfer- 
ence with our local statute of 1879 which 
is also uiirept'ided. Tlic local legislature 
further passed their act of 1880 wliich is 
similar to the dominion act of 1880 ac- 
cording to the iigrcmueut betwooii the two 
govornments set out in tlie act. .\gaiu 
the advances made by the dominion gov- 
ernment under their .tct aro in accordiiuce 
with their own views .as tohow they should 
pay tho. uionoy but hiive nothing to do 
with the views of tho legislator here as 
expressed in tlioir .•<et of 1870 as to what 
stops would boil docure tlio final comple- 
tion of the dock within a reasonable lime. 
The members of the dominion: ^ovejin- 



niont, with whom tho agreement fur pay- 
ments to the province on dock account 
was niado, informed mc that tlie act of 
1874 would not be repcalod as it was 
virtually their statutory authority for 
introducing tho act of 1880 explanatory ijf 
it The doniiuion act of 1880 iniroducod 
a provision to provide against any po.ssiblo 
waste of their nionoyi-. ii provision that 
they might have insisted upon without 
aatatiitcat any tinio OS uvonoys paid un- 
der tho act of 1874.or any other act. Tho 
main object of the dominion act of 1880 
was to cloar up the doubt oxjjreRscd as to 
whether tho word '"advances" meant pay- 
ment.s in advance to bo cliaiged to the 

Eroviuce, or paymcnt,-j which sliould not 
cluirged ngainstthoproviiicoaiid shculd 
therefore bo treated as a free gift. 1 
stated in tho House that tlie authority 
for buying tho cement wan under our tlock 
acts of 1870 and 1880 treating them as the 
dominion trcateti their acts of 1871 and 
1880 as one act on the same subjecl. I 
am borno out in this view by the f:irt th;it 
tho act of 1874 is mentioned in the pre- 
amble of tho dominion act of 1880 which 
Ls Cap 15 as one of the authorities or rea- 
sons given for tho pass.age of the .ict of 
1880 by the Dominion Parliament. 

^^ ho attended to tho cement part df tho 
business in London in 1874 ! ' A. Mr. 
Sproat did and as far as I saw during 
my stay in London gave every attention 
possible to the business of the province 
and acted with zeal for which I gave him 
credit in my report to tho government 
made on iny return from England. 

Had you any interest directly or iiuli- 
rectly in tho purchase of cement in 1874? 
A. None whatever directly or indirectly . 

Were the oBtimatcs for tho dock as far 
as you can finil received by your predo- 
cwaor in L. and \V. Dept. from K. and 
M. before yonr term of oftiec commenced 
in 1878 1 A. It would i;rpear that tlioy 
were by the following letter

Smitho M. F. It will bo observed that 
though the cheque is for sii largo r. sum it 
is carelesaly made out to bearer instead 
of to order. It will bo furtiior.nbaorved l>y 
Jlr Vernon'fl letter that all formor ques- 
tions about tho size or character of the 
dock or the cement required for it or the 
spttcifications or bills of quantities wore 
awept away or finally settled as ho states 
without any qualification that he ;iccepted 
tho plana, .specifications and bills of quan- 
tities as ho received them and thorofure 
agreed on behalf of thegovernincnt to the 
ceinont clauses amongst other things in 
tho specifications and bills of quantitio«, 
and ho waa 80 satisfied with them as to 
pay §12,250 for them. This having been 
done it amounted to an admission that 
everything including the provisions for 
cement was correct and satisfactory. 1 
oan't find though search has been made 
what has become of tho estimatc.H which 
Mr. Vernon states he received.

llobertson and wero ascertained l;tst S-it- 
urday,I think, by me to be in Mr. Wm. Wil- 
son's store on Oovocnmont street. I 
wroto him a letter on that day requesting 
him to return t'.ioin immediately n.s he h.ul 
them in hia .store as he admitted to me.

Was not tho graving dock act of 1870 
brought in to enable the govei-nn)ei)t to 



let contracta, conduct works and niako 
payments on dock accoi;.it out of the do- 
minion subsidy of §250,000 -and out oi 
that subsiding' only ? 

Tho act was passed to give tho govern-" 
ment tho power slated provided tho Do- 
minion would jiay tho §250,000 as a gift 
and not tis an advance. It was not con- 
templated then that tho cost of tho dock 
w onld e.tcceil tho subsidies from Canada 
and Eimland. 

Can the pro%'iucial government pay for 
900 odd tons of cement ordered out of the 
Dominion sub.=iidy of §-250,000 ? A. With- 
out looking into the act I cannot s.ay; but 
the question would hardly arise under any 
circumstances as .McNameo Co. 'scon- 
tract is for nearly §351,000 or §100,000 
beyond the Dominion subsidy. The act. 
however, speaks for itself and I can give 
no fuller opinion >iponitthan I have done. 

Does tho Graving Dock .-Vet, 1870, doal 
with .any other money than the Dominion 
subwidy ? .\. The act is unctuiditional in 
its terms, and in brief language virtually 
provides that if the Diiminion iviU agree 
to give instead of advance §250,000 the L. 
G. in council shall have tho powers stat- 
ed in tho clause. It does not confine the 
expenditure in the llnniitiiiui subsidy in 
any way. 

Will you give the dnte.i ti[)on which ytui 
contracted with Messrs. llithet it Co. 
and Messrs. Tumor, Beeton Co. for ce- 
ment freight I Yes, i shall get the infor- 
mation for you. 

When ? A. As soon as possible. 

How soon do you think it will be pus- 
sibio to get those dates for tho committee ? 
.■\. .\s soon as I get liberty to find them. 
(Sub.secjuently). The agieement with Ki- 
thet A.- Co. was about 1-ith November, 81, 
for the first lot; for the .second lot 12th 
Jan., '82; and with Turner Co. f»v 
third lot Cth Feb. ,82. 

When wero notices calling for tenders 
for main dock first issued ( A. Instruc- 
tions to call for tenders were asked by 
letter of 28th Feb., 1877, from K. A". M. 
to Mr. Vurnou for the ctusson. I will 
give you a reply us to the dock after look- 
ing at tho correspondence. I find that on 
July 12th, '77. Mr. Vernon sent K. & M. 
forms of notices of tenders for dock to bo 
inserted in tho English nowapapers when 
K. & M. wero telegraphed to by the de- 
partment. I produre a copy of tiio letter 
which is ;is follows:

On what spccificatioiiK ivere those uo- 
tieos drawn? A. On the specifications 
acoopted by ^fr. Vernoit hikI which I had 
afterwards to revise. 1 may remark that 
had I not made the revi.iion the ^overn- 
inont might have been at tlie mercy of tho 
coiitrai-tiir.s at any time as lo cement sup- 
ply. 

When did tho plans arrive and how did 
y<iii li.x the date / A. Tho plans must 
havt' arrived about the 30th July, 1877, 
n.s .Mr. Vernon acknowledged their receipt 
by a letter of that date which 1 ha\ o 
quoted in full in my evidence to-d;vy. 

Has the government ordered or con- 
tracted for a caisson yet ? .\. Nil. Tend- 
ers wore invited in Kngland in 1877 bj' 
K. & M. under .Mr. Vernon's instructions 
by letter of May 2n(l, lfi77. Noiio wore 
invited here. The matter of constructing 
the caisson and of invited tenilers fur it 
lict-o as well .as in England has boon do- 
ciiled upon, but owing to the slow pro- 
gress of the dock work notices have not 
yot been issued as no approsinsate'timo 
can be calculated as to when it will bo 
required. I liad also to revise the clauses 
of the caisson specifications .so ius to make 
Some of thorn intelligible. 

Wore Kinipplo it Morri.-i iiistruocoil to 
call for tenders for tho cainsoii in 1870 / 
.\. They wero invited to do so but tho 
bids were not accepted when wc found 
th.-it-local contractors could do the work 
and the first sot of specifications has been 
so far re-shaped by mo ns to give lo- 
c;il men an ojiportunity of doing tho 
work.

1 
was in Ottawa when they reached here. 

To whom was tho contract awarde'd / 
A. To the biwest biilder, McNamee .t 
Co. 

Doeti the government recognize any 
other Contractors in the dock than IMc- 
Nauiee it Co. of .Moutrcal I A. No. So 
far from this being tho case I hud Mc- 
Nameo & Co.'s contract which is publish- 
ed in the sess. papers rc-oxccuted on or 
about the 4tii October, 1881, so as to 
bring the contract under all tho dock 
acts passed in the Dominion and province. 
Tho fir.st contract, accordins; to my recol- 
luctioii, had a clause In it of a contingent 
character whereby tho agrooment or con- 
tract waa to be subject to logislativo sanc- 
tion here of the Dominion agraement or 
propositions of 1880 gontnined in their 



act of that year, 'riio contract of October, 
1881, was taken to Canada by Mr. 31c- 
Namoo and ro exccuted by him and his 
partners, and the bonds for ."^"-'."ijOOO al-io 
re-executed to make it complete. The 
§10.000 deposit mentioned in the Cr.it and 
second contracts having been paid by Mc- 
Namoe it Co. of IMontreal to tho B;mk oi 
tJntish Columbia liero where K iiu . 
stands I believe to the credit of the gov 
ernment as part of McNamce it Co. 's secu 
rities for tho fulfilment of their contract. 
I think iSIr. MoNameo tisked mo before 
the October contract was drawn whether 
I could consent to relievi- his firm and 
their bondsmen and .agree lo hold local 
men if ho saw his way to transfer the con- 
tract to them. I refused to do so or af- 
terwards lo acknowledge in any way a 
change in tiic resiionsiblity of the Mon 
tvoal firm lo complete tho w-ork. 

Who are tho bondsmen on the contract! 
A. I forget their names for the moment, 
but when the bond was returneil I was 
quite satisfied that the n.-imes wero good as 
they were some nftho.se 1 had in a long list 
submitted to ino when I wa-s at Ottawa, 
and about each one of whom I made en- 
quiries of the public works department 
and through Dniiii, Wiman it Co.'s 
published report which the department 
had and waugiiiiled by ii as .Mr. Chaplc;in 
told inc. 

When did .Mi Namee .t Co. sign tho 
contract .' A. ."^peaking from memory 
only, for 1 have not had occasion to look 
.at it for many months, on or about tho 
4th Oct., 1880, as the deed will show. 

Have you any interest direct or indirect 
in tho contract .' .-X. I have not and never 
had in this or any other contrtict in con- 
nection with any government matter. 
McKamoo it Co., besides, have beim 
threatened, .xs I already stated, and .shown 
by telegi"am of Sept, '81, with Iho loss of 
their contract and the ,^10,fH)U deposit'.as 
well tts tho S"25,0Oi) .si-cm iiy lo which they 
aro partie-s with the bondsmen. 1 am 
glad of the oppoi-lunity of ;in3wering this 
on oath as slanderous stati!inents, utterly 
without foundation, have been (>ponly 
made to members of the House, as I am 
informed, and to members of tlio com- 
munity hero that I was interested with 
McNaineo & Co. These statonronts I de- 
clare on oath to bo false, and as 1 have 
reason to believe nialicio\is. 



TiRRSDAV, 0th March. 
What iwsition do Messrs. HuntinKdon, 
Nicholson and others occupy in the dock ? 
-•V, I believe they are in with tho Mon- 
treal firm as partners in the work. Wheit 
McNamee was here In- told me, 1 think in 
August or .Se[)tember, ii he was here in 
August that ho could not begin excavat- 
ing until tho spring of '81, when iMr.jNish 
could probably bo spared to come out and 
tako charge. I informed him that the de- 
lay could not be allowed .ind that ho must 
arrange fur commencing work al once. 
Ho saiil he wonl"! try to do so. He 
afterwards had interviews with .Mt. .lohn- 
ston Robertson at my office and subse- 
quently informed me that tho only way 
he flaw of nrrangini,' matters was to take 
them in as local partners, . as T refused to 
let him sublet or in any way relieve his 
firm from their contract. He then said he 
would soo tho late iMr. Bobertson al)out 
it; as I afterwards learned an ngroemeiU 
had been drawn up between them. I 
have never seen it or any draft of it, nor 
do I know its contents or how it was 
signed. I told him that tho local men 
could not diaw any monies on the contract 
he.-c as thevouchoi-swould have to be sign- 
ed by hiinoroneof his M«ntre tl firm. He 
said afterwards that Mr. A. R. Robertson 
had suggested that a poiver of attorney 
should ho given by the iMontreal firm to 
Mr. John Nicholson. This I agreed to. 
Uo told mo his reason for selecting Nich- 
olsim was thai he seemed to stand well 
here as to character. Mr. McNr...ioe saw 
me the night before ho left about tho 
fresh contract of Oct. , '80, which ho said 
ho would have executed. In tho coiirsc 
of conversation I asked him if he could 
make it convenient when ho went back to 
see .Sir John M- jdonald at Ottawa with a 
view- of convincing him of tho importance 
of furthor^railw.ay construction from Yale 
downward and on tho island, and apprise 
him of tho strong feeling thore was on the 
subject here; and as Mr. McNamee spoke 
favorably of the co intry and had visited 
Y'alc and an I recollect Nanaimo also, and 
had gone through .Saanich, 1 requested 
him to state to Sir .lohn the very favor- 
able impressions which ho (Mr. iMcNainee) 
entertained of the country. He said that 
;ilt hough ho was living in Montreal and 
moving about occasionally he would be 
glad to do so if I would return the com- 
pliment by dropping him a lino if I saw 
anything going wrong with tlio nmnage 
nii;nl of the work here, and assist him in 
any way unlil Mr. Nish could get out, 
whic'i 1-0 theh thought would-be probably 
in March, '81. I, of course, promised to 
do so. He stsbsoqiiently telegraphed to 
nie tisking uie to be good enougii to soo 
w-hat the trouble was .about some powder 
he had ordered for tho work. I did so; 
saw Mr. Huntingdon on the street; wo 
went to Mr. Eberts' office to see about it. 
I told Mr. Eberts that I had not seen 
ibuir agreement which he had, and on his 
oli'ering to show it to me I declined to see 
it, and tohl them they must settle their 
ow i! business. According to Mr. Hun- 
tingdon's story ho seomod to bo in the 
right in tho dispute between him and 
McNamee it Co., of Montreal; but, of 
cour.«e, I had not hoard tho other side. 
To the best of my recollection tho powder 
was either seized or detained on account 
of non-payment of duties. 1 telegra[died 
to McNamee that ho h;id better got some 
one here to attend to his business and 
suggested that Mr. Rithot, whom I knew 
he was aciiuainted with before ho left. I 
heard nothing more of what became of 
tho ])owder until about four days ago, 
.^iuco tho silting of the coniinittoc, wlion 
I asked Mr. Finlaison of the custom 
house, on .lames Bay bridge what became 
of it. and ho informed me that it had been 
sold for non-p.aymont of duties. To the 
best of my recollection the dispute about 
the powder occurred either lale in 1880 
or early in 1881, but I roally c;in't s.ay. 
Further iMr. McNamoo wrote to mo that 
a, sum of $lo,000 either was or would be 
duo to the firm in Montreal, and asked 
mc if I would do him the favor of getting 
a note for them for tho amount; I forget 
for what period. 1 told Huntingdon that 
I had received such a loiter and that it 
was not my businoBS lo interfere in such 
matters, and that ho could do wliat he 
thought fit. I consequently never made 
out or presented any note to him for sig- 
naturi!. I wrote to Mr. 'Mc'Nameo hira- 
sidf that these wore matters I could not 
deal or inlerfcre, with, and thai he 
must ;;ot some oiio else to attend 
to his own business, and I have heard no- 
thing more of .anything in connection 
with this mtitter since and know nothing 
of it. Tho next communication I Iiad 
with .McNamc* it Co. w.as my telegram to 
them at ."tfontrcal on 13lh Sept., '81, vir- 
tually iliieatouing to take tho work from 
thcni. l.savv Sir. Nish and 3Ir. Stewart 
when they were hero lately. (Mr. Nish is 
one of the !\fontrc;il firm.) They called 
at ray office a dny or two after their ar- 
rival. Mr. Nish naked mo some questions 
about the work. I told him that he had 



I'Cttcr go down and look at a lur niuiot-i 
ns ho would ttu'ii be unbiiised by me i. 
any opinion lo- might form i f it. Ho di. 
so. .Some low dayr, afterwards he saw mo 
again at tho office, when he told me the 
work was in a bad state anil that the ex- 
cavations should have been finished long 
before. That outside of the gnvernment 
pump nothing like the . amount of plant 
thai was requiretl in a work of that kind 
was on tho ground, and that the money 
p.aytnents of some §30,000 were tho best 
guagc to show how little had been done. 
He then told mo, what 1 hoard for tho 
first time, that they (meaning the .Mon- 
treal firm) had power to put an end to 
their agreement with the local men by 
giving thetn 20 or 24 hours notice. I for- 
get which if the woi-k was un.satisfactory 
to the government. Ho asked nin what 
to do. I told him 1 would give him no 
other advice than to push tho work for- 
ward. Ho asked me if I could recom- 
mend any legal gentleman to him, and I 
referred him to iNIr. Hett. I told him he 
had better read all the .'lorrcspondeneo 
down at the oftico on the dock work. Sub- 
Boqueiitly he told ino that ho had done 
su and also had looked a'-: tho specificit- 
tions. I asked him what he thought of 
the correspomlence, and especially as to 
tho ridiculous part of it, as to alleged ilo- 
lays respecting tho change from .sandstone 
to granite. He said, " 1 told the man 
with the .spectacles, the clerk, that he had 
not a leg to stand on, as we were bound 
by the specifications to procecil with 
the contract except stopped by an 
onler from you; and that a ehangc 
of intiterials required an order it:, writing 
from 3"on wliich I saw had not been given. 
I made Ihi.s remark to ihe clerk because 
ho was talking to me about dmnages 
tigaiiiht tho government for delays." The 
above, as nearly iis possible, is what he 
said. 1 then ttdd him that he and his 
firm wci-i' the responsible parties for all 
this and that they would be held to their 
contract. Hi; asked me if I could so ter- 
minate the coiitrtict as to let the bonils- 
nion go on with the work, so as to save 
their sccuriticB. I refused to do so; he 
then asked mo if I could' take Ihe work 
over and give it to them b.-iek ;igain .so as 
to save time and a lawstnt, which Mr. 
Hett advised him to, wimld have to be 
commonced against the local parlncr.s. I 
told him thtit the idi-.i wa.s absurd. That 
it would bo taking the contract from .Mc- 
Namee & Co. and giving it to jMcNameo 
it Co., and that he must do the best he 
cotild ;ts no longer delay beyond tho week 
would be allowed; and fmther, that the 
Dominion government h.ul given notice 
tJiat thoy would step in :ind tako tho 
work if better pmgross was not made. At 
the end of the week, which was February 
28th, 1882, I received a report of pro- 
gress from the resident engineer of an un- 
.satisfactory eharact or. Mr. Hett came in 
to ask mo if po.ssible to tako no stojis for 
a lew days; in fact, ho had written mo a 
letter on behalf of McNamee it Co. of 
.Montreal, iisking me not to carry out tho 
threat of forfi-iting tho contract, as his 
clieins, ho thought, would bo able to ar- 
range for more rapid progress in a few- 
days. Thi.-i was tb.o effect of tholctteron 
his visit to the oflico on tho 18th, iibove 
mentioned. He told me that Mr. Nish 
was about to call on mo, or ho would get 
him to Hoi- .ir) to ascertain what could bo 
done as the week was up. I told him I 
intended writing .1 letter to the firm, 
which I did on that day. Tho letter was 
directed ,ts usual to tho Esquimalt grav- 
ing dock works. Mr. Hett remarked at 
tho HRtne time that the letter would be of 
\'alue to him, :ind asked mc to be good 
enough to attend to it at once. When 
Mr. Nish came over I gave it to him, Ho 
made a remark to the oflcct that he was 
between two fires and hardly know what 
to do; but ho was about to apply to the 
Court for an injunction agiiin.sl tho local 
contractors so as to got possossion of tho 
work and ho hoped that I would not tako 
any harsh measuroH until the (|ue8tion 
was decided. This ended the interview. 
I met him in the street afterwards and 
told him that a dock committee would be 
appointed, and asked him if he had any 
objection to .appear if he was lequired. 
He said no, but that he did not know 
what good ho could do except with re- 
spect lo any evitlcnce given by the local 
contractors, and he would like to hear 
what they had to say. I nover saw him 
afterwards and knew nothing of his movo- 
inenls until I saw by tho newspapers that 
ho and Mr. Stewart had left. 1 juit in 
copy of loiter above referred to of 18th 
Februarj-, 1882, given to Mr. Nish, as fol- 
lows: •

I am in recoiid this nioi-ning of a report 
from the.rosident engineer, in effect stat- 
ing that tho progress of the dock work 
has been, and continues to bo, unsati.sfac- 
tory. 

I liiive therefore to inform you that 
I consider that your contract is not being 
carried on in accordance with its terms, 
and that I fool bound to draw your atten- 
tion lo the clauses of tho specifications 
empowering tho government to take pos- 
session of the works on failure of the cim- 
tractoi's to properly c;irry out the con- 
tract. 

I m.ay also obaervo that ihe Dominion 
govorninent have notified the government 
here some time ago that the progress of 
the work was unsatisfactory, and intimat- 
ed that this notice was given in accord- 
ance with tho statulo of 1880 relating to 
tho dock which empowers them to tako 
po.s.so.ssion of the works and complete 
them in tho event of their being carried 
on ns thi^y have been.

William Bennett, sworn — 

Are you in tho employ of ihe provin- 
cial government I A. I was sent out here 
in 1875 by Messrs. K. & M. ; my eng.age- 
menl with Ihoni being for three years, or 
possibly four. My salary w.as lo be paid 
hel'o by the government of British Colum- 
bia and the amount deducted from tho 
commission due to tho ongineera-in-chief 
tinder their agreement with the govern- 
ment. .\8 there wa.s considerable delay 
in starting the works and as tho works 
progressed so slowly tho engineers-in- 
chiuf informed the government that as 
the works wore uncompleted through no 
fault of theirs they considorod themselves 
only responsible for my salary for tho 
throe years, .^^y salary since the expira- 
tion of tho throe years has been paid, as 
il was before the throe years expired, by 
the government. I have not however re- 
ceived a formal appointment from the 
provincial govornraont. 

In what position wore you sent out 
hero by K. & M. in 1878? A. In the 
position of icsidont engineer of the H.sqtii- 
malt graving dock. 

Have you ever acted in that capacity 
before ] A. I was article<l to the engi- 
neer of ilie Bute Docks, Cardifi", North 
Wales, in 18C4, and after passing through 
a ilueo years' pupilage wna appointed un 
the staff arid re>nBihcd there 'for 11 years, 
and for the last six was chief assistant 



iiilieriiitendiiig tlic very exten.iive dock 
.urKa tliere, uiiiung winch was a graving 
lock of larger dimensions than the one 
now iu coiirse, of construction hero. I 
loft there iii June, 1875, and received my 
present fippointment from Mcaara. K. it 
M. at once. I left England in July, 1873, 
and arrived here in August. 

When appointed by K. & M. a.s resi- 
dent engineer of tho Esquimalt dock did 
you receive any instructions in writing 
defining the duties of your position ? .\. 
I wish my answer to f this question to 
laud over until I can refer tu my agree 
nent with IMesars. K. & M. (subsequent 
y Mr. Bennett read his agreement witii 
Messrs. K. it , and put in a copy as 
exhibit l.S). 

Had you any verbal instructions from 
K. it INI. defining your duties as resident 
engineer of tho E.squiraalt dock '. A. 
>lerely that I was to act as resident engi 
.leer. They told mo that possibly the 
work wotdil bo done in small separate 
;ontraets, such as contract for excavation , 
for the supply of materials and for put- 
tying the same together, as it was proba- 
ble that no local mon would bo found will- 
ing- to undertake the job as. a whole and 
that, therefore, I should not only have to 
be resident engineer, but contractor'.s en- 
gineer as well. 

What do you consider, .speaking gener- 
ally, are the duties of your position ! A. 
To see that the work is executed 'acci^rd- 
ing to the plana .and specifications and to 
-make measurements of the works esociit- 
ed for certificates as they become due. 

Have you ever acted as government en- 
gineer and contractor's engineer at the 
laine time at Esquimalt ! A. No, although 
the coli'erdain was completed by men in 
the employ of tho government under my 
immediate superintendence and I n'tty 
■itato the work was done for a much less 
sum than if tho contractors had finished 
the job. 

Is it not always your duly to lejiort 
from time to time to thogoverninent upon 
tho (luantities of materials, etc., required 
for the work ! A. Y'es, and I have done 
so already as regards the work in pro- 
gress . 

Have you charge of all dock material 
including cement belonging to tho gov- 
ernment at Esquimau ! A. I presume I 
have general charge, the contractors have 
charge of certain plant such as the auxil- 
iary pump and concrete mixer lent to 
them by tho government under the terms 
of tho specifications. Tlie fioment is in 
ohargo of Mr. Selleck in whose warehouse 
il is stored. The rest of the pumping 
machinery is stored in a building belong- 
ing to tho government which was built 
for the purpose. 

.\ro not some of your duties defined in 
the specifications of the E.squinialt grav- 
ing dock drawn up by K, it M. ( .^. 
Yes. 

I notice in clause 100 of the siu'cillcn- 
tions which deals with Portland ceniont 
that "at least two tests will be made by 
tho resident engineer, one at the time of 
tho delivery of the ceinenl and another on 
the tenth day after delivery, or tit such 
other time as in the opinion of the resi- 
dent engineer may be deemed advisable. 
The tost.s aro lo be made from samples 
taken from every 25th bushel. Have you 
made tho test according to the above 
clause of tho specification? A. Tin's 
clause evidently refers to works going on 
at home where the cement comes from 
the maker.s to various public works in 
quantities as required. .-Vs the coment 
here has been delivered at the works for 
so long a time, I have not made tests 
from every 25th bU8hel,as tliere would be 
no particular object in niy doing so. 
Moreover I have not sufliciont moulds, 
but I have made numerous tests over aincc 
tho work started and as often ns I deemed 
desirable. 

Have you kept a record of the tests 
nitide by you ? A. Yea. 

Will you produce h ? .\. Yes. (.Ilecnrd 
produced as exhibit 17). 

\Vhon did yon make tho first test ( .V. 
'2-2d Dec, 187i;. 

Did you find any change in the quality 
of the ceinont from time to time as you 
tested it ( A. I find tho cement takes 
a longer time to set than it ti.sed to do, 
but tliat test bricks, after being allowocl 
to remain in the air for a longer period 
than they used to before being innnersed 
111 water for seven days give almost ns 
good il result nosv as they did in 187C,and 
in .some cases quite as good. 1 did not 
make many tests in the years 137G-7-8 
and 9 as no cement was being used. Since 
then I have made tests more frequently 
and since dock construction started when 
cement was used tilmost continuously. I 
cannot say cement improves by keeping 
and consider tho deterioration to bo about 
20 per cent, on the average. Some of the 
tests arc not very satiafactory, the ce- 
ment in the fir casks not being as good 
as that in tho oak; but iu tho test bricks 
very often air holes and small pieces of 
grit arc found and this makes a very con- 
siderable difference in the rc.iidt of the 
test. 

What strain did tho bricks stand in 
1880 on an aver.tge ? A. About 600 

pounds. 

Was there much difl'orenco between the 
strength of Iho bricks made from the ce- 
ment in the oak and fir casks in 1881 ? 
.-V. Fir»about 450 lbs, , and tho oak and 
fir mixed about GOO lbs,, and oak alorio 
above 600 lbs. "I did'j riot howover ni.ike 
man;) tests of oak alone as the cement in 
oak :ind fir cask.s has been used mixed to- 
gether principally since construction of 
dock commonced. 

What quantity of the original ceuieul 
iirderod canie in fir and what in oak ? 
.\. I do not know how much came, but 
1486 oak casks ^anddlSO fir casks liuvc 
been ttsod froin l!^th ".August, '80, to 4th 
March, '83. 

What is the sfandard of strength the 
cement should stand as required by 
clause 100 of the specifications ' .\. 750 
pounds. 

In what year was the bulk of the ce- 
ment stored at Selleek's first used in the 
dry dock ! -A.. In August, 1881. 

.Vre not test bricks made of now or 
fresh cement subject to air Iioles and grit? 
A. Yes. , 

During the yeardSSi, when large quan- 
tities of cement were hciiig used, did you 
make teats from every 25tii hushol I A. 
I have already stated that I did not. 

How much of the ceinenl bought in 
1874 or '75 remains on hand ! A. About 
25 oak casks which have only had their 
tops removed; 13 oak casks filled with ce- 
ment that has lieen crushed and put back 
into barrels, and a ho.ap containing about 
05 more oak ca.sks parti.ally caked and an- 
other heap containing about 40 o,ak bbls. 
of hardened cement. 

.■\re there any fir barrels of cchient on 
hand ; A. In the 25 casks refoired to in 
my test answer there arc five included 
which I am not quite sure arc fir or oak 
as they aro covered with a heaji of old 
staves, but the inspector informs mc he 
knows there are five bbls. there. 

Uow many tons of cement in all arc 
there on hand of the old lot and what is 
itb condition ? A. About 23 tons good 
enough to mix up with fine cement and 
about 15 tons which would have to 
lie caleinwl and ground hefoie being 
used.

Sea-77 on tbe Ohinose, 

In the r. S. senate, on the Cth iciot., 
liayard, speaking on tho Chinese Uill, 
said : Those who aro confronted by the 
danger and who feel it shonld instruct 
senators in this matter. Tho history of 
the world did not afford another illustra- 
tion of such unanimity of fooling as is 
shown by the people of tho Pacific coast 
on this question. Ho read from the Call 
of a recent date extracts from an address 
i.ssued by trades and labor union associ- 
ations of the Pacific coast in which al- 
lusion w.as raado to language ascribed to 
Senator Morton in 1877, when he said 
the Pacific coast niiiBt become either Am- 
orican or Mongolian, Tliis exprcsaioa 

B. ayard said he would adopt a.s his own. 
"Yon are to chooso," said he, "sooner or 
later, and I think sooner rather than 
later, between our civilization and that of 
the Chinese," and he could not believe 
there would be any hesitation on the part 
of the senate in their choice. Bayard con- 
tinued the discussion by reciting statistics 
tending to show that if Chinese immigra- 
tion wos not checked there was' great 
danger that in course of time tho Ameri- 
can form of government on tho Pacific 
coast states would be changed to the 
Mongolian by the riipid influx of Chinese. 
Ho closed by expressing the hope^ that 
the senate would speedily pass, this *inea- 
.sure and relieve the apprenerisibiis of 'the 
people in the whole country.
